At the regular meeting of the Pelham school district in 
1935, a committee consisting of Frederick W. Garland, 
Grace W. Houle, and Fannie F. Clement, members of the 
School Board; John W. Smith, Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen; Lucy L. Koehler, President of the Pelham 
Parent-Teacher Association; Richard H. Currier, Master 
of Pelham Grange; and Albert H. Jones, Representative to 
the General Court, were appointed to make a study of the 
advantages and possibilities of consolidating all of the 
schools of Pelham into one or more buildings at the center 
of the town, and to report their findings at the regular school 
meeting in 1936. If this committee deemed consolidation 
beneficial, they were also to report on the type of building 
that seemed desirable, the estimated cost of such a building, 
and the method and cost of transporting the children to a 
centralized school. 

Your committee held a meeting on June 7, 1935, to study 
the problem of consolidation upon which they were in- 
structed to report at the 1936 meeting. At this time the com- 
mittee received information from the National PWA that 
eventually there would be available from the Federal Goy- 
ernment certain sums of money to be given as outright 
grants to municipalities which used the same, together with 
local funds, for the construction of buildings and other 
socially desirable projects. 

A little later information was received from the National 
PWA that under the new administration of government 
funds the amount of the grant from the government would 
be 45 per cent of the cost of the construction and equipment 
of public buildings, and that the application for any grant 
would have to be received early in the fall accompanied by 
a brief outline and specifications of the proposed building. 

On July 8, 1935, your committee decided that it was de- 
sirable to obtain all possible information in regard to the 
building needs for the consolidation of the school facilities 
of Pelham, and to this end communicated with several school 
architects and finally interviewed three of them in Pelham. 
Two of these architects presented brief sketches of what 
they suggested as practical and adequate for the school 
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needs of the Town. The third architect was willing to co- 
operate in any way, but would not submit any plans unless 
he was first guaranteed that should a building be constructed 
he would be the architect engaged. 

Your committee then held meetings on July 23, July 29, 
August 2, August 14, at which times they studied in detail 
the plans as presented by Chase Witcher of Manchester, and 
Harold E. Mason of Leominster and Keene. After careful 
consideration your committee decided upon Harold E. Mason 
as architect to draw up the necessary plans and assist in 
making the application to the National PWA for a grant of 
45 per cent toward the construction and equipment of a con- 
solidated school. 

Three propositions were considered to fill the building 
needs for consolidation. First: The remodeling of the old 
car barn into a consolidated school with gymnasium and 
other rooms available for social groups and community 
activities. Three architects estimated that this would cost 
from $65,000 to $90,000, so your committee discarded this 
plan. Second: The construction of a new four-room 
building located on the land recently acquired by the school 
district just to the north of the present Junior-High build- 
ing. This plan would call for two administrative units and 
for separate facilities for water, heating, and toilets, so your 
committee decided not to consider this plan further. Third: 
The construction of an addition to the present Junior-High 
School of sufficient size to care for the building needs for 
centralization. 

Again, after studying several sets of plans as presented by 
Mr. Mason, with the cost of construction for the same, your 
committee decided upon an addition of four standard class 
rooms with basement rooms of equal area, and a combina- 
tion auditorium and gymnasium with a floor area of 44x66 
feet, to cost $35,000. 

Two public hearings, one at the Town Hall on October 11 
and the other at the Junior-High School on October 16 were 
held in order that the citizens of Pelham might study the 
proposed plans for centralization and offer suggestions to- 
ward the improvement of these plans before a special school 
district meeting was called. At the meeting at the Town 
Hall, Superintendent George H. Harmon explained the ac- 
complishments and benefits of consolidation at Candia and 
Raymond, and Superintendent Hall gave an outline of the 
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probable cost and benefits of consolidation in Pelham. At 
the public meeting at the Junior-High School, Commissioner 
James N. Pringle gave a brief summary of the activities to- 
ward consolidation in the State over the last dozen years. 
Superintendent Roy W. Gilmore of Hampton gave figures 
and benefits relative to the recent consolidation in the town 
of Rye, and Superintendent Fred W. Hall again explained 
the cost and benefits to be derived from consolidation in 
Pelham. Mr. Hall explained that the balance between the 
saving on certain budget items, the increase on other budget 
items, and the increase in state aid afforded through con- 
solidation would mean that in order to maintain a central- 
ized school and pay for the retirement of the increased debt, 
Pelham would be required to raise only the small sum of 
$68.40 more for the school year 1936-1937, and following 
years, than what it had raised in 1935 for the support of its 
rural schools. The chief item on which there would be an 
increase in state aid would be transportation.. At the pres- 
ent time the state allows the Town but one-half of the cost 
of this service, but under consolidation it would allow full 
cost of transportation. 

Mr. Paul E. Farnum, administrative field agent of the 
State Board of Education, at the request of the School 
Board made a detailed survey of the five rural schools and 
submitted a report on their present condition and the repairs 
which should be made in order that they meet the minimum 
New Hampshire requirements as set up for a standard 
elementary school. Mr. Farnum attended one meeting of 
the committee at which time he went over the suggested 
plans for consolidation and approved the same. These 
plans were later approved by Mr. Pringle and the engineers 
of the PWA. Mr. Farnum’s report was read at the public 
meetings and the cost of meeting needed improvements on 
the elementary buildings in the near future was estimated 
at $3,500.00. 

Pictures and sketches of buildings where consolidation 
has been effected in the State were on exhibition at these 
public meetings. 

Your commitee on September 5, 1935 unanimously voted 
to authorize the School Board to make application to the 
Public Works Administration for a Federal grant of 
$15,750.00 with the understanding that should the construc- 
tion of the proposed building be voted by the citizens of 
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Pelham, the Town would raise and appropriate the sum of 
$19,250.00 as its required 55 per cent of the construction and 
equipment cost of said building. 

The School Board was later notified that a PWA grant 
of $15,750.00 had been approved by the Federal Govern- 
ment and that this money would be available for the school 
district of Pelham should it decide to construct the proposed 
school building. 

In accordance with House Bill No. 373, the School Board 
was petitioned by ten citizens to call a special meeting to act 
on the following warrant: 


WARRANT FOR SPECIAL DISTRICT MEETING 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the School District of Pelham, New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in District affairs: 


‘You are hereby notified to meet at Pelham Town Hall in 
said District, on the nineteenth day of October, 1935, at 
1:30 o'clock, P. M., to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the District will vote to remodel the 
present Junior High School building and construct an addi- 
tion thereto. 


ArT. II. To see if the District will vote to ratify the 
action of the School Board in filing an application on behalf 
of the school district of Pelham, New Hampshire, to the 
United States of America for a grant of $15,750 to aid in 
financing the remodeling and additions to the Junior-High 
School building in the school District of Pelham, New 
Hampshire. 


Art. III. To see if the district will vote to authorize the 
School Board to accept in the name of and on behalf of the 
school district any, and all offers made by the United States 
of America through the Federal Emergency Administration 
of Public Works, and to execute and deliver any and all 
contracts, agreements, or instruments necessary, proper or 
advisable for the purpose of obtaining a grant from the 
United States of America. 
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Art. IV. To see if the district will raise, appropriate or 
authorize the School Board to borrow, upon the credit of 
the district, a sum not to exceed $19,250 for the purpose of 
financing the cost of remodeling and additions to the Junior- 
High School building. 


Art. V. To see if the district will vote to authorize the 
School Board to issue and sell its bonds, payable exclusively 
from funds to be raised by taxation, in a sum not to exceed 
$19,250, bearing interest at a rate not to exceed five per 
centum per annum, payable semi-annually, for the purpose 
of aiding in financing the cost of construction and remodel- 
ing said Junior-High School building. 


Art. VI. To choose a building committee for the re- 
modeling and additions to the Junior-High School building 
as voted. !

The special meeting of the school district was held on 
October 19, 1935 at which time the construction of an addi- 
tion to the Junior-High building was voted down without 
discussion or explanation. 

To conferences with architects, WPA officials and educa- 
tional authorities of the State, Mr. Hall devoted a great 
deal of his time last summer and your committee wishes to 
express its appreciation to him for his able and untiring 
efforts in engineering the necessary preliminaries to the 
presentation of the federal grant offer to the special school 
district meeting, October 19, 1935. 
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Also we feel indebted to Commissioner James N. Pringle 
and Superintendents George H. Harmon and Roy W. Gil- 
more, and architect Harold E. Mason for their participation 
in our public meetings. The committee invited several lay 
persons to speak at these meetings, from towns where con- 
solidation had been effected, but they were unable to attend. 

In accordance with the instructions of the regular meet- 
ing of the school district of Pelham in 1935, your committee 
wishes to further report that they have investigated the pos- 
sibilities of transportation to a centralized school in Pelham, 
and concluded that it would be necessary to employ two 
regular school buses accommodating about thirty pupils. 
One of these buses would cover the route to the Currier dis- 
trict and then cover the route to Gage Hill. The other bus 
would cover the route from the Gumpus district to the 
Junior-High School and then would make another trip to 
North Pelham to bring in the children from that section of 
the town. 

We found that particularly in all places with consolidated 
schools, each bus was making at least two trips, and in some 
cases three trips, depending upon the distances which they 
had to travel from the school. 

Your committee is still in favor of centralization and be- 
lieve that it would be for the educational benefits of our 
children, for the social benefit of our community, and for 
the economic benefit of our taxpayers throughout the years 
to come.

Cod liver oil supplied by the state welfare organization 
was distributed to the school children. 


Milk was supplied for a few months. 


The Red Cross provided shoes and clothing for needy 
children thus helping to keep them in school. 


Unfortunately we were not able to have Dr. Kerr hold a 
clinic in town this year, but did arrange for children to at- 
tend clinics in Nashua. 


In October we were fortunate to have Miss Ida E. Ridge- 
way, Supervisor of Work for Children Division of the 
Blind of the Massachusetts Dept. of Education, give a talk 
on eyes at a Parent-Teacher meeting which was exceed- 
ingly interesting and instructive. The following day Miss 
Ridgeway examined 18 children who had defective vision 
and advised further examination at an eye clinic. Most of 
these children have since had a thorough examination and 
some are now wearing corrective glasses and one is to have 
a minor operation. In all cases the parents paid the small 
fee due the hospital, and a part of the cost of the glasses.

In some instances the parents assumed the entire cost. The 
Red Cross, Grange, and the Parent-Teacher organizations 
contributed to the fund for glasses. Through the interest 
of several townspeople assistance was given in transporta- 
tion.
